HIS Majeſty is empower'd by the Act to appoint any Labourer or Common Man, if he ſhall 
think 1o fit, the Lieutenant of any County. 


. ANY Militia Man wha ſhall change his Place of Abode without giving Not ice thereof to one 
of the Deputy Lieutenants, ſhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Twenty Shiltings ; and if he ret.ife 
LMMEDIATELY TO PAY ſuch Penalty, and if no Levy can be made, he hall be 
committed to the Houle of Correction, there to be kept to HARD LABOUR "2 the Space of 
one Month. 

N O Pay, Arms, or Cloathing to be iſſued till four Fiſtlis of the uten have been appointed. 

THE Militia w FN be Trained and Exerciſed in Regiments, Battalions, Companies, Half Com- 
panics, - or in {ſmaller Bodies, on the ſeveral and reſpective Days by this Act appointed, in any 
Place or Places within the County where the Lieutenant, or Deputy Lieutenants, or any Three 
of them ſhall think fit to appoint, 

THE. Juſtice of the Peace is required to fine every Militia Man who ſhall be abſent at Exerciſe, 
whoſe Excuſe he ſhall not allow of; for the firſt Time of his being abſent two Stillings v hich

AND for the Third, and every other Offence, ſuch Militia Man ſhall forfeit and pay fix Shil- 
lings; and upon his Refuſal TO PAY IMMEDIATELY THE SAID FINE, he ſhall by 
Warrant be committed to the Houſe of Correction for any Time not exceeding one Month. 

IF any Militia Man ſhall be drunk on his Duty, he forfeits ten Shillings. If he be diſ- 
obedient or infolent to his Officer, {cr the firſt Offence he ſhall ferſeit two Shilling and fix Pence: 
for the ſecond Offence five Shillings ; and for the Third, and every other Offence forty Shillings ; 
And upon his Refuſal Negteet IMMEDIATELY TO PAY the ſeveral Penalties, he ſhall be 
committed to the Houſe of Correction ſor the Space of four Days for the firſt Offence, ſeven Days 
for the je cond Offence, and for the Third, and every other Offence, for a Time not leſs than four- 
teen Days, nor exdeeding one Month. 


A Militia Man is likewiſe liable to pay THREE POUN DS, in Caſe be SELLS, PAWNS, 
OR LOSES his Arms, Cloaths, cr Accoutrements, and to be ſent to the Houſe of Correction in 
Caſe he refuſes — IMMEDIATELY TO PAY ſuch Pena! ty, ſor the Space of one 


Month, and until Satistaction be made for the 1zme, and if not of Ability to make ſuch Satistaftion 
then ter the Space of 1 HREE MONTHS. 


IF aMilitia van refuſes or neglects to return his Arms, Cloths, and Accoutrements in good Order, 


on the Day ot Exerciſe, or the next Day, to the Perſon appainted to receive the tame, ſuch Militia 


Man ſnal] lorfeit two Skillings and ſix Pence, and if he refutcs TO PAY IMMEDI- 
ATET”. ſuch 7enalty, he ſhall be tent to the Houſe of Correction ſor the Spare of Seven Days. 
IN Cate of Invaſion or Rebellion the King may order the Militia to be drawn out and embodied, 
and put them under the Command of General Officers, and direct them to be led to Scotland, or any 
Part of the Kingdom, and they are to receive the ſime Pay as the Soldiers in the Army.
